Report  of  Board  of  Health* 


The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  end- 
ing Feb.  20,  1901,  have  been  greatly  increased  over 
previous  years.  This  is  on  account  of  the  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  which  broke  out  the  23d  of  September  in 
the  village  school.  The  type  of  the  disease  was  gen- 
erally mild.  Whole  number  of  cases  53.  Number  of 
families  infected  24.  36  cases  mild,  10  severe,  7  attend- 
ed with  complications,  2  died.  Nearly  one  half  the 
cases  were  in  the  village.  Strict  quarantine  regulations 
were  enforced  and  all  infected  houses  and  three  school 
houses  were  thoroughly  fumigated  by  the  most  modern 
and  approved  methods  now  in  use. 

During  the  year  2  nuisances  have  been  removed. 
Householders  have  generally  kept  their  premises  in  a 
very  satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

The  public  health  is  greatly  endangered  through- 
out the  summer  from  a  nuisance  on  Pleasant  Street,  be- 
tween Court  Street  and  Union  Square.  Drainage  from 
all  premises  on  south  side  of  said  portion  of  street  flows 
into  the  open  ditch  and  remains  stagnant  most  of  the 
time,  from  which  bad  odors  and  effluvia  arise,  very  of- 
fensive to  the  passerby  and  constantly  detrimental  to 
the  health  of  all  residents.  That  this  nuisance — of 
which  complaints  are  made  every  year — maybe  abated, 
the  Board  of  Health  recommend  and  ask  that  the  town 
make  provision  for  the  construction  of  a  suitable  sewer 
to  be  connected  with  the  main  sewer  in  Union  Square. 
The  Board  expresses  its  appreciation  of  aid  and  ap- 
proval bestowed  by  all  citizens  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties.

Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  submits  the  following  report :  Three 
nuisances  have  been  removed.  During  the  year  four 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  three  cases  of  chicken  pox 
were  reported  ;  otherwise  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of 
contagious  diseases.  Throughout  the  spring  months 
many  cases  of  smallpox  in  near-by  towns  caused  alarm. 
Fortunately  our  town  escaped  the  disease.  Free  vacci- 
nation was  provided  for  the  inhabitants,  and  about  forty 
were  vaccinated. 

By  order  of  the  town  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Board  of  Health  were  authorized  to  construct  a  sew- 
er on  Pleasant  Street,  terminating  in  Union  Square.  A 
contract  was  made  with  Mr.  Brawn  for  the  construction  * 
of  the  sewer  according  to  the  surveyed  plan  adopted  by 
the  town  at  a  previous  time.  One  thousand  feet  of  tile 
was  laid,  the  workmanship  being  first-class  in  all  its  de- 
tails. The  work  was  done  inside  the  appropriation.  The 
Board  advises  and  recommends  that  this  sewer  be  con- 
tinued and  completed  through  Union  Square  to  the  river 
the  coming  year,  and#asks  that  suitable  appropriation  be 
made  available.

Report  of  Supt*  of  Schools* 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dover,  Maine  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maine,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the 
progress  and  condition  of  your  schools  for  the  year  just 
closing.  In  making  this  report,  I  shall  endeavor  to 
give  such  information  as  will  assist  in  securing  for  the 
schools  the  things  that  are  necessary  to  make  them  of 
the  greatest  possible  value  to  the  children  and  to  the 
communities  in  which  they  exist.  I  shall  leave  unsaid 
all  criticisms  that  can  in  no  way  aid  in  bringing  about 
these  most  desirable  results.  It  is  my  impression  that 
pointing  to  the  good  that  has  been  done  and  the  things 
that  should  be  done  will  be  of  much  more  value  than 
recording  the  mistakes  of  those  who  might  have  done 
better  under  different  circumstances. 

I  came  to  this  work  with  a  great  deal  of  courage, 
knwoing  as  I  did  the  the  excellent  condition  of  the 
schools,  the  valuable  work  of  the  superintendents  in  the 
past,  and  many  of  the  teachers  who  are  giving  their 
best  thought  and  all  their  energies  to  the  better  train- 
ing of  the  boys  and  girls  in  these  towns;  and,  although 
there  have  been  difficulties  to  encounter  and  problems 
to  solve,  as  there  always  must  be,  the  work  has  been 
pleasant  beyond  my  greatest  expectations.  For  what- 
ever good  has  been  accomplished,  the  credit  is  largely 
due  to  the  hearty  co-operation  and  support  of  teachers 
and  school  officers,  and  not  a  little  to  the  kindly  advice 
and  words  of  encouragement  from  the  parents  and  citi- 
zens of  these  towns,  and  I  wish  to  extend  to  all  my 
gratitude  and  thanks  for  such  help,  trusting  that  some 
good  may  have  been  accomplished  by  the  present  ar- 
rangement for  the  supervision  of  the  public  schools.

TEACHERS. 

The  village  schools  were  in  session  when  I  entered 
upon  my  work  here,  with  the  same  corps  of  teachers  as 
when  last  reported  and  they  were  doing  most  excellent 
work.  At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Miss  Lucy 
Elliott  resigned  her  position  in  the  grammar  school, 
where  she  had  done  most  creditable  work  for  several 
years.  She  left  this  position  writh  the  best  wishes  of  all 
for  her  happiness  in  the  one  whose  responsibilities  she 
had  decided  to  assume.  After  some  consideration  Miss 
Lanpher  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacanc}%  and  Miss  C. 
Kate  Howard  of  Randolph,  Vt.,  a  teacher  of  large  ex- 
perience, was  appointed  to  the  position  made  vacant  by 
Miss  Lanpher' s  promotion.  The  work  done  by  these 
teachers  shows  that  no  mistake  was  made,  and  that  of 
the  entire  school  has  been  very  pleasing  and  profitable. 
There  is  one  condition,  however,  that  should  be  reme- 
died as  soon  as  practicable.  In  the  primary  and  first 
grammar  rooms  the  teachers  have  three  classes  each, 
and  with  this  condition  it  is  impossible  to  do  justice  to 
the  children.  One  class  less  in  a  room  would  give 
nearly  an  hour  a  day  more  to  the  other  classes.  An- 
other room  and  teacher  would  be  a  great  improvement 
over  the  piesent  arrangement.  We  have  a  plan  by 
which  we  hope  to  help  out  some  for  the  present. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  so  capable  a  music  teacher  as  we  have  had  in 
Miss  Carrie  L.  Blanchard,  at  the  very  low  salary  of  four 
dollars  a  week  for  each  of  the  two  towns.  Her  work  needs 
no  praise  of  mine  as  it  is  already  well  known  by  the 
people  of  these  and  other  towns.  Surely  we  cannot 
expect  to  retain  very  long  a  teacher  of  her  training  and 
ability,  as  she  can  easily  command  elsewhere  more  than 
double  the  salary  she  now  has. 

Judging  from  what  I  have  seen  of  music  in  the 
public  schools,  I  am  fully  convinced  that  no  school, 
however  small  or  remote,  should  be  without  that 
instruction. 
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In  opening  the  rural  schools  in  the  spring  of  1902, 
we  were  unfortunate  in  not  being  able  to  retain  several 
of  the  teachers  who  had  in  the  past  done  most  excellent 
wrork  in  these  schools.  Following  are  the  names  of  the 
teachers  employed  in  the  rural  schools  during  the  year: 

EAST  DOVER. 

Spring  term,  Miss  Clara  Bolster;  fall  and  winter 
terms,  Miss  Grace  Percy,  Portland,  Me. 

SOUTH  DOVER. 

Miss  Alice  Crommett  taught  this  school  the  entire 
year. 

BEAR  HILL. 

Spring  and  fall  terms,  Mrs.  Lena  Farnham  Harvey; 
winter  term,  Miss  Mabel  Gerry. 

DOVER  SOUTH  MILLS. 

Spring  term,  Miss  Carrie  Demeritt;  fall  and  winter 
terms,  Miss  Helen  Robinson. 

MACOMBER'S  CORNER  SCHOOL. 

Spring  and  fall  terms,  Mrs.  Rosa  Merrill;  winter 
term,  Miss  Celia  Leland,  East  Sangerville,  Me. 

BROCKWAY  SCHOOL. 

Spring  term,  Miss  Bessie  I.  Irvine;  fall  and  winter 
terms,  Miss  Susan  Sanborn. 

GILMAN  SCHOOL. 

Spring  term,  Miss  Adria  Towne,  who  taught  only 
three  weeks  and  had  to  resign  on  account  of  sickness. 
Miss  Alice  Patten  of  Sangerville  finished  the  term. 
Fall  term,  Miss  Mollie  Davis  of  Foxcroft  ;  winter  term, 
Miss  Sylvia  Crockett  of  Foxcroft. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  list,  only  one  teach- 
er taught  the  same  school  throughout  the  year  and  only 
one  school  had  more  than  two  teachers.     These  facts 


make  it  plain  that  something  should  be  done  to  make 
it  possible  to  retain  teachers  in  these  schools  for  not  less 
than  a  year  at  a  time,  provided  they  do  work  to  justify 
keeping  them.  About  two  or  three  weeks  are  lost 
every  time  the  teacher  is  changed  in  finding  out  what 
the  pupils  have  done  aud  what  they  can  do.  A  course 
of  study  for  these  schools  would  be  a  very  great  advan- 
tage where  teachers  must  be  changed  often.  There  is 
no  longer  any  question  but  that  the  rural  school  can  be 
graded  as  well  as  any  other,  and  a  course  of  study  fol- 
lowed. 

In  general  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  suc- 
cessful. The  teachers  have  spared  neither  pains  nor 
time  to  improve  the  schools  and  better  prepare  them- 
selves for  their  work.  They  have  attended  all  teachers' 
meetings  when  it  has  been  possible  for  them  to  do  so, 
and  they  read  the  best  books  and  periodicals  bearing  on 
their  profession. 

Some  valuable  work  has  been  done  by  several  of 
the  teachers  to  create  a  more  active  interest  in  the  school 
and  its  work  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  citizens. 
Evening  meetings  have  heen  held  in  five  of  the  rural 
schools.  The  parents  and  children,  the  teacher  and 
the  superintendent  came  together  to  talk  over  school 
matters  in  general.  Wishing  to  assist  further  in  this 
work,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  all  parents  and 
many  others: 

TO  PARENTS. 

Do  you  know  the  teacher  of  your  children?  Are 
you  familiar  with  the  work  being  done  in  the  school  in 
your  community  ?  Have  you  ever  examined  the  course 
of  study  your  children  are  pursuing  ?  Have  you  ever 
talked  with  the  teacher  of  your  children,  telling  her  the 
things  she  must  know  in  order  to  do  her  best  by  them, 
but  what  it  might  take  her  weeks  to  discover,  unassisted 
by  those  who  know  all  their  peculiarities  ?  Five  min- 
utes talk  with  the  teacher  might  be  the  means  of  chang- 
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ing  for  the  better  the  whole  life  of  some  boy  or  girl 
whom  she  has  failed  to  reach  in  the  most  helpful  way. 

"The  home  must  touch  elbows  with  the  school"  if 
the  greatest  good  is  to  be  done  the  children  of  this  great 
and  growing  nation .  They  are  to  be  the  men  and  women  of 
to-morrow,  and  to  just  the  extent  they  are  trained  to  be 
useful  citizens,  loyal  and  true-hearted  men  and  women, 
to  that  extent  will  our  country  be  safe  and  prosperous, 
and  our  homes,  the  embodiment  of  comfort,  happiness 
and  prosperity. 

Your  schools  have  had,  and  are  now  enjoying,  an  en- 
viable reputation,  and  it  is  my  desire  that  their  good 
reputation  and  their  usefulness  may  increase  rather  than 
diminish  while  I  am  connected  with  them.  To  this  end, 
I  ask  the  co-operation  of  all  who  may  read  this,  in  our 
endeavors  to  improve  the  schools  and  render  them  more 
helpful  to  the  children  and  to  the  communities  in  which 
they  are  found.  Will  you  not  visit  your  school  at  least 
once  during  the  present  term  :>  Will  you  not  confer  with 
the  teacher  and  the  superintendent  about  the  things  you 
find  that  you  like,  or  the  things  that  you  think  should 
be  changed  for  the  better?  I  have  great  confidence  in 
the  judgment  of  a  large  majority  of  parents  in  matters 
concerning  their  children,  and  suggestions  from  them 
would  assist  wonderfully  in  making  the  schools  more 
useful  to  the  boys  and  girls. 

It  would  be  of  the  GREATEST  advantage  to  the 
school  and  its  work  if  all  parents  would  see  to  it  that 
their  children  are  at  school  on  time  and  allow  them  to 
remain  through  the  sessions.  Punctuality  and  regulari- 
ty are  the  two  of  all  habits  that  the  home  and  the 
school  should  unite  in  forming,  if  the  greatest  good  is  to 
be  done  the  children. 

Will  you  not  do  more  than  you  have  ever  done  be- 
fore to  assist  in  securing  what  is  needed  and  what  is  best 
for  the  proper  training  of  the  future  citizens  of  these 
towns  ?    In  the  interests  of  the  children,  I  am,

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  REPAIRS. 

The  East  Dover  schoolhouse  was  re-shingled  in  the 
summer,  also  one  side  of  the  one  at  South  Dover,  the 
other  side  having  been  shingled  a  few  years  ago.  We 
also  had  the  main  room  of  the  South  Dover  schoolhouse 
painted,  the  black  boards  repaired  and  new  curtains 
hung.  Several  other  necessary  repairs  were  made. 
Now,  with  a  few  repairs  in  the  hallways,  and  new  seats, 
this  building  would  be  in  very  good  condition.  At  the 
Brockway  school  the  teacher  and  scholars  were  endeav- 
oring to  improve  the  looks  of  their  schoolroom  and  we 
helped  them  out  by  having  the  ceiling  whitened  and 
the  walls  tinted  at  a  very  small  expense.  A  few  more 
repairs  would  put  this  building,  also,  in  good  condition. 
At  the  other  buildings  only  necessary  repairs  have 
been  made.  The  Bear  Hill  schoolhouse  needs  a  new 
floor,  and  for  the  comfort,  if  not  for  the  physical  wel- 
fare, of  the  children  there  should  be  new  seats.  As 
there  is  but  one  building  outside  the  village  that  has 
modern  seats,  the  same  may  be  said  of  most  of  them. 
The  Gilman  schoolhouse  is  in  very  bad  condition. 

The  greatest  need  for  all  the  rural  schools  in  the 
matter  of  buildings  is  new  or  better  outhouses.  If  peo- 
ple would  investigate,  they  might  see  for  themselves 
that  something  must  be  done  to  better  these  conditions. 
The  moral  side  of  the  child's  life  should  receive  proper 
training  above  everything  else.  All  I  ask  for  the  pub- 
lic school  children  is  that  they  have  as  clean,  as  com- 
fortable and  as  healthful  conditions  in  and  about  the 
schoolhouses  as  are  found  in  and  about  the  average 
home.  These  things  have  a  mighty  influence  on  the 
after  life  of  the  child. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS  AND  APPLIANCES.. 
I  have  made  what  seemed  necessary  changes  in 
books.    New   geographies,    arithmetics    and  spellers 
have  been  adopted  in  place  of  the  old  ones.    I  judged 
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from  the  increase  in  the  appropriation  over  what  it  was 
last  year  that  it  was  the  intention  to  have  some  of  the 
old  books  exchanged,  as  many  of  them  were  past  all 
usefulness.  Some  of  the  Wentworth's  Grammar  School 
arithmetics  and  some  of  the  geographies  were  in  fair 
condition  and  we  thought  best  to  use  them  another 
year  in  certain  classes  that  would  finish  the  book.  The 
same  appropriation  for  a  few  years  would  make  it  pos- 
sible to  have  all  books  in  good  condition,  and  also  have 
enough  of  them  so  that  it  would  not  take  a  week  or 
more  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  to  transfer  books 
from  school  to  school  in  order  to  supply  the  classes. 
What  is  very  much  needed  now  is  more  and  better  read- 
ing matter  for  the  schools.  The  children  should  ac- 
quire such  a  taste  for  good  literature  that  they  will  go 
out  from  school  hungry  for  the  best  books,  and  to  do 
this  they  must  have  the  best  to  read  in  school. 

By  advice  of  the  School  Board,  1  purchased  nine 
Xew  Education  charts,  one  for  each  of  the  rural  schools 
and  "two  for  the  village  building.  By  buying  for  Dover 
and  Foxcroft  together,  I  was  able  to  get  an  extra  dis- 
count of  $9.75  besides  that  given  on  lots  of  four  or  more. 
S60  was  paid  down  and  the  balance,  $66,  is  due  in  June 
or  an>-  time  before.  The  teachers  have  been  very  much 
pleased  with  the  results  obtained  from  the  use  of  these 
charts.  Appliances  of  this  kind  make  the  wTork  of  the 
schools  much  more  practical  than  if  it  is  confined  too 
closely  to  the  text  books. 

The  High  school  is  very  much  in  need  of  apparatus 
for  use  in  teaching  the  sciences.  The  study  of  Physics 
and  Chemistry  amount  to  very  little  without  material 
for  the  experiments  and  illustrations.  This  school  is  al- 
so very  much  in  need  of  a  good  reference  library. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  TRUANCY. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  be  able  to  say  that  the 
large  majority  of  parents  send  their  children  to  school 
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regularly  and  seem  to  realize  the  advantage  of  the  habit 
of  punctuality.  But  some  figures  will  give  an  idea  how  a 
few  children  can  affect  the  attendance  and  consequently 
retard  the  progress  of  the  schools  they  attend.  In  the 
schools  of  Dover  for  the  year  just  closed  there  were 
1828  instances  of  tardiness.  If  the  average  time  lost  be 
ten  minutes,  then  these  children  have,  altogether,  lost 
over  three  hundred  hours  during  the  year.  It  is  a 
striking  fact  that  the  school  having  the  largest  average 
attendance  for  the  year,  Miss  Elliott's  primary  school  of 
47  pupils,  has  only  98  instances  of  tardiness,  while  the 
High  school,  having  only  31  pupils,  has  recorded  396 
instances.  This  record  gives  the  children  from  6  or  7 
to  10  years  of  age  just  a  fraction  more  than  two  instan- 
ces each  and  those  older  pupils  almost  13  each  on  an 
average  for  the  year.  The  record  for  the  rest  of  the 
schools  is  as  follows:  First  Grammar,  222  instances  for 
an  average  of  41  pupils;  Second  Grammar, 89  instances  for 
24  pupils;  East  Dover,  235  instances  for  an  average  of 
20  pupils;  South  Dover,  280  instances  for  28  pupils; 
Bear  Hill,  only  29  instances  for  14  pupils;  Dover  South 
Mills,  101  instances  for  9  pupils;  Macomber's  Corner, 
only  36  instances  for  13  pupils;  Brockway  school,  225 
instances  for  19  pupils,  and  the  Gilman  school,  117 
instances  for  13  pupils.  As  will  be  seen  some  of  these 
are  very  reasonable  while  the  others  are  not  very  credit- 
able or  pleasing. 

Again,  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maine  require  that, 
" Every  child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen 
inclusive  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  during 
the  time  such  school  is  in  session;  provided  that  neces- 
sary absence  may  be  excused  by  the  superintending 
school  committee,  or  the  superintendent,  or  the  teacher 
acting  by  the  direction  of  either.  "  This  law  also 
provides  that  such  attendance  shall  not  be  re- 
quired if  the  child  shall  obtain  -equivalent  in- 
struction in  any  other  manner  appn'ovcd  by   the  super- 
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intending  school  committee.  In  spite  of  this  law 
and  all  we  have  been  able  to  do,  there  have  been 
about  a  dozen  or  more  children  who  either  have  not 
been  registered  at  all  or  who  have  been  in  school 
only  enough  to  retard  the  work  of  the  pupils  who  attend 
regularly,  and  who  should  not  be  hindered  in  their 
work  by  such  irregular  attendance.  The  people  who 
send  their  children  to  school  regularly  have  a  right  to 
demand  that  the  work  shall  not  be  hindered  by  those 
who  persist  in  coming  or  staying  away  as  they  please. 
This  condition  is  most  discouraging  to  teachers  also.  I 
do  not  include  among  these  "truants"  the  children  who 
have  been  absent  for  good  reasons.  I  refer  to  those 
who  have  intentionally  and  persistently  been  absent  for 
half,  two-thirds  or  all  of  the  time  during  the  year. 

It  would  be  much  more  pleasant  to  leave  these 
things  unsaid,  but  it  is  due  to  the  children  who  attend 
school  regularly,  that  something  be  done  to  prevent  the 
few  from  hindering  them  in  their  efforts  to  do  good 
work .

Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report :  For  the  past  year  our  town  has  been  kept 
in  a  highly  satisfactory  sanitary  condition.  Two  nui- 
sances have  been  removed.  Measles  prevailed  to  some 
extent,  but  all  cases  were  of  a  mild  type.  Five  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  the  lower  part  of  the  village 
appearing  in  the  early  part  of  winter.  Careful  exami- 
nation of  the  premises  of  affected  families  did  not  reveal 
a  satisfactory  or  probable  cause  of  the  outbreak.  No 
other  virulent  contagious  diseases  have  occurred. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  town  it  was  voted 
that  the  Board  of  Health  report  the  number  of  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  for  the  past  ten  years.  We  report  as 
follows  :

Report  of  Supt.  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Dover  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  present  herewith  1113-  second  annual 
report  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  schools  of 
Dover  for  the  3rear  ending  Feb.  20,  1904.  In  many  re- 
spects I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  very  satisfactory 
and  gratifying  results  as  the  outcome  of  hard  work  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  and  children,  and  an  increasing- 
hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and 
citizens. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  fact  connected  with 
our  work  is  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  in 
liberally  providing  funds  for  bettering  the  condition  in, 
and  increasing  the  efficienc)'  of,  the  public  schools.  It 
is  not  an  easjT  matter  for  one  not  in  close  touch  with  the 
work  of  the  schools  to  see  what  good  results  will  come 
from  the  expenditure  of  a  few  extra  dollars  if  we  have 
them  to  use  at  just  the  right  time.  For  instance,  if  we 
have  a  teacher  who  is  doing  excellent  work,  should  we 
let  some  other  town  secure  her  services,  when  for  a 
small  increase  in  salary,  we  can  retain  them  ?  It  is 
most  encouraging  to  be  able  to  say  that,  without  a  single 
exception,  persons  asked  this  question  have  said,  "retain 
that  teacher  by  all  means."  To  be  sure,  there  must  be 
a  limit  beyond  which  it  would  not  be  wise  to  go,  but  that 
limit  should  be  reached  only  when  we  have  the  best 
teachers,  and  school  buildings  worthy  of  the  children 
that  spend  their  time  in  them.  The  generous  appro- 
priations at  the  last  annual  meeting  have  made  it  possible 
to  take  some  steps  in  this  direction  during  the  past  year. 
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VILLAGE  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  steps  mentioned  was  taken  when  an  ex- 
.  tra  teacher  was  placed  in  the  village  schools  in  accord- 
ance with  a  recommendation  in  the  last  report.  I  do 
not  think  I  exaggerate  at  all  when  I  say  that  the  results 
of  the  teachers'  work  were  nearly  doubled  by  removing 
the  third  classes  from  the  Primary  and  lower  Grammar 
rooms. 

The  change  was  made  as  follows  :  On  account  of 
the  small  number  in  the  High  school,  there  was  room 
for  the  Grammar  school  and  those  scholars  were  placed 
in  that  room  and  recited  in  the  extra  recitation  room. 
While  this  arrangement  has  had  some  disadvantages, 
it  has  been  handled  very  satisfactorily. 

Two  classes  were  moved  from  the  lower  to  the  up- 
per Grammar  room  and  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Alice 
Crommett,  who  has  performed  her  work  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner.  One  class  was  moved  from  the  Primary 
to  the  lower  Grammar  room  and  the  change  was  complete. 
No  teacher  was  then  crowded  with  classes  or  with  pupils, 
and  the  work  has  advanced  rapidly. 

Again  this  year  we  were  obliged  to  give  up  the 
services  of  some  of  our  best  teachers  when  Miss  Arnold 
resigned  her  position  as  director  of  the  kindergarten, 
and  Miss  Brown  as  assistant  in  the  High  school.  The 
work  of  those  teachers  is  too  well  known  to  need  any 
comment  of  mine.  Their  services  were  valuable,  but 
under  the  circumstances  we  could  do  nothing  but  accept 
their  resignations  and  wish  them  long  and  happy  lives. 

We  were  fortunate,  however,  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Edna  Knowles,  as  director  of  the  kinder- 
garten as  she  has  shown  herself  well  qualified  for  the 
work.  Miss  Clare  Rideout,  daughter  of  Prill.  Rideout, 
has  thus  far  proven  herself  a  worthy  successor  to  Miss 
Brown, 
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The  fact  that  the  other  teachers  in  the  village 
schools  have  been  kept  there  from  two  to  ten  or  more 
years,  speaks  praise  for  their  work  that  is  familiar  to 
all.       ■  v 

One  of  the  greatest  helps  to  the  teachers  and  bene- 
fits to  the  children  has  been  the  efficient  work  of  the 
janitor,  Mr.  A.  S.  Ramsdell.  He  has  been  thoughtful, 
kind  and  courteous  to  everyone  and  has  performed  his 
duties  conscientiously  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
all  concerned.  The  building  has  been  kept  clean  from 
basement  to  attic. 

Two  pleasant  events  connected  with  the  village 
schools  were  the  Grammar  school  graduation  which  took 
place  in  the  High  school  room,  and  the  public  exhibi- 
tion given  in  Central  Hall  by  the  members  of  the  differ- 
ent classes  in  the  High  school.  The  class  of  1903  grad- 
uated at  this  time  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Thompson,  chairman 
of  the  school  board,  presented  a  diploma  to  Bertrand 
C.  Larrabee,  the  only  member. 

There  is  no  Senior  class  in  the  High  school  this 
year  and  the  Junior  class  numbers  but  three,  while  there 
are  fourteen  Dover  pupils  at  present  attending  the 
Academy. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS. 
To  those  who  are  interested  in,  and  to  any  extent 
acquainted  with  our  rural  schools,  they  present  some 
problems  that  deserve  careful  consideration  by  all  who 
have  an  interest  in  the  highest  welfare  of  the  town  as  a 
whole.  These  problems  exist  in  other  towns  but  the 
children  in  our  rural  schools  deserve  more  from  some 
source  or  other  than  they  have  yet  received.  Too  long 
has  the  opinion  prevailed  that  small  schools  and  schools 
of  small  children  could  be  taught  by  anyone  who  knew 
the  books  found  in  the  school  to  be  taught.  Happily  for 
the  children  and  the  future  of  the  rural  communities,  this 
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mistaken  idea  is  fast  disappearing,  and  people  are  com- 
ing more  and  more  to  believe  that  teaching  is  vastly 
more  than  transferring  from  books  to  the  heads  of 
children  a  mass  of  isolated  facts,  and  requiring  them  to 
learn  a  thousand  things  that  to  them  are  mere  mean- 
ingless jumbles  of  words. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  many  people  are 
beginning  to  believe  that  the  teacher  of  no  more  than  a 
dozen  children,  even,  should  be  a  teacher  in  every 
sense  of  the  word,  and  should  receive  a  salary  sufficient 
to  hold  her  interest  term  after  term;  to  enable  her  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  best  thought  of  the  educational 
world  and  be  a  source  of  inspiration  to* the  children  and 
a  help  to  the  whole  community  in  which  she  works.  It 
is  generally  conceded  by  those  who  have  made  a  study  of 
this  matter,  that,  while  the  teacher  of  the  rural  school 
should  be  competent  to  teach  any  graded  school,  she 
should  have  certain  training  and  certain  qualifications 
not  necessary  in  the  graded  or  village  school.  If  the 
boys  and  girls  are  to  engage  in  agriculture,  dairying, 
fruit-growing,  or  any  other  rural  pursuit,  they  need 
some  training  that  will  tend  to  awaken  an  interest  in 
these  things  and  fit  them  in  a  measure  for  such  pursuits. 
There  is  no  question  but  that  the  schools  have  had  not 
a  little  to  do  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  aban- 
doned farms  and  closed  rural  houses.  Are  the  teachers 
wholly  to  blame  ?  Certainly  not.  It  is  surprising  that 
they  have  accomplished  so  much  in  the  conditions  in 
which  they  have  been  placed.  The  wrong  conception 
of  what  an  education  is,  and  what  the  school  should 
do  for  the  child,  has  been  the  one  cause,  the  results  of 
which  are  well  known  by  every  careful  observer,  and 
teachers  were  not  the  last  to  become  aware  of  the  facts; 
but  they  have  been  at  a  loss  to  know  just  what  could  be 
done  and  rather  modest  about  saying  what  they  knew 
should  be  done. 
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Our  rural  schools  need  teachers  trained  to  meet 
their  peculiar  needs,  teachers  whose  services,  if  satis- 
factory, can  be  retained  in  the  schools  term  after  term 
and  whose  work  is  teaching  as  a  chosen  profession. 
If  such  teachers  as  we  have  can  be  retained  in  their 
schools,  when  their  work  is  satisfactory,  by  paying 
them  a  salary  that  will  enable  them  to  live  and  have 
something  with  which  to  buy  books  and  take  summer 
courses  of  study,  then  will  the  chief  problem  of  the 
rural  school  be  solved  and  others  will  give  us  no  serious 
difficult}*. 

In  the  eight  rural  schools  of  Dover  for  the  past 
year  there  have  been  twelve  teachers  employed  at 
different  times.  Only  two  have  taught  in  the  same 
school  the  entire  year.  For  various  reasons  the  others 
have  been  changed  once  or  twice  during  the  year.  The 
work  of  these  teachers  has  been  very  good  and  they 
have  shown  an  increasing  interest  in  their  work  and  in 
the  solution  of  the  problems  already  mentioned.  They 
would  gladly  do  more  for  themselves  and  their  schools 
if  it  were  possible  for  them  to  do  so. 

After  thorough  investigation  of  the  grounds  for  the 
requests  for  schools  to  be  re-opened  in  the  Aver  district 
and  at  West  Dover,  it  was  decided  to  run  the  Ayer 
school  in  the  spring  and  fall  terms  and  open  the  West 
Dover  school  for  the  year.  This  made  it  necessary  to 
close  the  school  at  Macomber  s  Corner. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  report  upon  certain 
things  that  are  of  interest  only  to  those  immediately 
concerned,  therefore  somethings  that  could  help  no  one 
in  the  future  are  omitted  from  these  pages.

I  wish  to  especially  commend  the  work  of  the  jan- 
itors in  these  schools  during  the  past  year. 

REPAIRS. 

Another  good  move  was  made  when  the  town  ap- 
propriated $500  for  putting  in  better  condition  the 
school  buildings  of  the  town  and  I  regret  that  I  am 
obliged  to  report  that  amount  overdrawn  ;  but  so  many 
things  unexpectedly  came  up  after  the  work  was  laid 
out  that  we  were  obliged  to  draw  orders  for  some  more 
than  the  appropriation. 

The  opening  of  the  West  Dover  school  made  it 
necessary  to  repair  that  building  to  quite  an  extent. 
We  did  what  was  absolutely  necessary  to  have  a  school 
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in  the  spring  and  the  rest  was  done  in  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. The  principal  expense  was  the  shingling,  and 
sheathing  all  over  inside.  It  was  also  necessary  to  re- 
build the  out-house,  which  wras  put  in  good  condition. 

We  have  built  new  out-buildings  at  the  Brockway, 
the  Gilman  and  the  South  Dover  schools.  None  o'f 
these  was  in  decent  condition.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
be  able  to  report  that  the  out-buildings  to  the  school 
houses  are  now  all  in  good  condition.  With  all  the 
other  necessary  small  repairs  we  trust  we  have  succeeded 
in  bettering  somewhat  the  conditions  in  and  around 
our  school  buildings. 

The  floors  in  the  village  building,  except  that  in 
the  kindergarten  which  was  repainted,  have  been  treated 
with  a  preparation  called  Nodusto,  which  does  away  with 
all  dust  and  prevents  any  germs  from  floating  about  in 
the  air.  Some  necessary  repairs  were  made  in  the 
closets  and  some  painting  and  tinting  were  done  in  the 
new  grammar  room. 

The  greatest  need  of  this  building  is  modern  steam 
heating  apparatus.  It  would  not  only  make  it  possible 
to  heat  the  dressing  rooms  where  about  two  hundred 
children  leave  their  wraps,  but  it  would  mean  economy 
in  the  amount  of  fuel  used.  It  is  only  by  the  most  per- 
sistent efforts  on  the  part  of  the  janitor  that  the  building 
is  kept  comfortable  during  the  coldest  days  in  winter. 

There  are  several  of  the  rural  school  houses  that 
need  painting.  Two  were  given  one  coat  each  this  year 
but  they  need  another  and  others  need  at  least  two 
coats.  Another  great  need  in  these  buildings  is  mod- 
ern seats.  What  has  been  expended  at  West  Dover  and 
in  building  out-buildings  this  year  wrould  seat  at  least 
four  of  these  buildings  with  modern,  comfortable  seats. 
There  is  on  hand  about  $20  (est. )  worth  of  Nodusto  and 
some  lumber,  which  makes  the  actual  overdraft  only 
about  $18. 
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I  have  been  repeatedly  assured  by  those  interested 
in  the  Public  schools  that,  while  they  expect  money 
to  be  expended  economically,  they  want  to  see  every- 
thing possible  done  to  place  the  schools  among  the 
best,  and  the  interest  manifest  in  every  part  of  the  town 
proves  this  to  be  the  general  expression  of  the  people. 
It  is  most  encouraging  to  work  for  improvement  when 
one  finds  such  strong  sentiment  in  that  direction. 
SCHOOL  BOOKS  AND  APPLIANCES. 
We  have  expended  less  money  for  books  this  year 
than  we  expected  when  we  called  for  the  appropriations, 
as  we  found  some  books  that  would  do  good  service  for 
another  year  before  being  discarded.  We  also  in- 
tended to  place  upon  each  teacher's  desk  a  set  of  refer- 
ence books,  but  have  been  unable  to  decide  on  the  list 
that  would  be  most  helpful. 

By  the  use  of  a  text  book  report  to  be  made  to  the 
superintendent  each  term  we  have  been  able  to  get 
a  very  nearly  accurate  list  of  all  books  in  the  town  and 
the  number  in  each  school  for  which  the  teacher  is 
held  responsible.  Only  by  the  enforcement  of  some 
strict  rules  will  it  be  possible  to  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  books  and  avoid  having  them  lost  or  de- 
stroyed. It  is  very_  evident  that  some  teachers  have 
been  a  little  lax  about  keeping  records  and  making 
inspections  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State. 
However,  all  have  responded  heartily  and  promptly  to 
the  efforts  made  to  straighten  out  these  difficulties. 

We  are  getting  the  schools  very  much  better  sup- 
plied with  the  many  things  necessary  to  doing  the  best 
work  as  a  result  of  the  good  appropriation  for  appliances. 

Following  are  the  special  reportsof  Mr.  W.  J.  Ride- 
out,  Principal  of  the  High  school,  and  Miss  Carrie  L. 
Blanchard,  Supervisor  of  Music,  which  have  my  heart- 
iest approval  and  are  incorporated  as  a  part  of  this 
report. 
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At  the  close  will  also  be  found  the  Truant  Officer's 
report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 
H.  R.  Williams,  Supt.  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir : — Agreeably  to  your  request,  I  herewith 
present  a  brief  report  of  the  Dover  village  schools  with 
regard  to  my  principalship. 

Several  marked  and  agreeable  improvements  have 
been  made  by  you  and  the  School  Board.  In  regard  to 
the  sanitary  conditions,  a  great  step,  in  my  opinion,  has 
been  made  by  coating  the  floors  with  a  specially  pre- 
pared oil,  which  prevents  the  dust,  during  sweeping  or 
from  any  cause,  from  rising.  It  seems  to  me  that  no 
one  thing  could  be  more  conducive  to  the  health  of  the 
pupils  than  this. 

Of  course  in  the  mingling  of  so  many  children  and 
youth,  two  hundred  or  more,  from  three  and  four  years 
of  age  to  sixteen  or  eighteen  there  is  liable  to  be  more 
or  less  friction.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  I  have  not 
been  called  upon  to  settle  any  real  trouble  between  the 
pupils  of  the  several  departments  or  between  those  in 
the  same  department,  and  I  might  add  there  has  never, 
during  my  principalship,  occurred  anything  more  than 
some  petty  disagreement  among  the  pupils. 

The  cordial  relations  between  the  Principal  and  the 
other  teachers  that  has  always  existed  before  has  been 
fully  sustained.  All  have  worked  in  harmony  Jor  the 
best  interests  of  the  several  departments.  There  has 
been  very  little  appeal  to  the  Principal  in  cases  of  disci- 
pline, each  teacher  seeming  to  have  firm  control  over 
her  pupils,  without  being  arbitrary. 

Under  the  new  conditions  as  mentioned  in  the  Super- 
intendent's report  the  amount  of  work  for  the  teachers 
in  the  lower  departments  has  been  lessened  and  a 
corresponding  degree  of  efficient  has  been  noticed  by 
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me,  even  in  the  limited  time  I  have  had  to  spend  in 
those  rooms. 

As  you  will  know,  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  were 
given  seats  in  the  High  school  room.  This  necessi- 
tated the  taking  of  the  room  that  has  been  used  to  some 
extent  as  a  physical  and  chemical  laboratory,  for  their 
recitation  room.  This  step  seemed  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  whole  school.  That  a  physical  and  chemical 
laboratory  is  needed  goes  without  saying.  I  therefore 
earnestly  recommend  that  such  a  room  be  provided  at 
once  if  possible.  There  is,  as  you  have  observed,  but  a 
limited  amount  of  apparatus  for  teaching  the  above 
named  studies  and  several  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
apparatus  is,  and  has  been,  absolutely  needed  in  order 
that  a  teacher  of  those  studies  may  do  creditable  work. 
A  reference  library,  a  nucleus  of  which  has  already 
been  started,  is  also  very  much  needed. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  things  that  seem  to  demand 
immediate  attention. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
teachers  and  Superintendent,  for  their  sympathy,  help 
and  hearty  cooperation  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  H.  R.  Williams,  Supt.  ok  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  music 
department  for  the  year  just  closing. 

In  Dover  and  Foxcroft  this  branch  has  been  taught 
some  time,  the  Normal  charts  and  first,  second  and  third 
readers  being  used. 

In  the  lower  grades  song  singing  is  made  a  prom- 
inent feature.    Two-part  singing  is  introduced  as  soon

as  the  ability  of  the  pupils  makes  it  practicable,  and  in 
the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades,  three-part  singing 
is  practiced.  Ear  training  is  our  object  to  a  large 
extent  throughout  the  entire  course. 

In  order  to  carry  on  this  branch  of  study  in  a  suc- 
cessful manner,  cooperation  is  necessary  on  the 
part  of  both  the  grade  teachers  and  the  parents. 
It  is  impossible  for  one  teacher  to  visit  every  school- 
room daily,  but  music  should  be  made  a  part  of  every 
day's  work,  therefore,  the  grade  teacher  comes  in  for 
her  share  of  responsibility  and  the  interest  manifested 
by  her  is  of  untold  worth.  I  cannot  too  heartily  com- 
mend the  teachers  for  the  valuable  aid  given  me  along 
this  line. 

Our  real  purpose  is  not  to  make  soloists  or  expert 
sight- singers,  although  we  do  all  in  this  line  that  is 
possible  to  do.  Our  real  purpose  is  to  get  all  to  sing- 
ing and  make  them  love  it.  The  advancement  of  the 
art  in  this  country  is  conditional  largely  upon  the  work 
in  the  public  schools.  From  these  ranks  are  to  come 
our  future  composers,  performers,  teachers,  choirs,  and 
all  the  support  of  musical  enterprise. 

The  parents  are  urged  to  encburage,  not  discour- 
age their  children  in  regard  to  their  ability  musical^ . 
Children  are  unmusical  not  so  much  from  lack  of  physi- 
cal or  intellectual  power  as  from  lack  of  musical  envi- 
ronment. Public  school  music  will  help  to  create  the 
musical  atmosphere  needed,  and  eventually  a  musical 
nation  will  be  ours. 

This  year  the  pupils  in  each  grade  are  farther  ad- 
vanced than  those  of  the  same  grade  were  last  year,  and 
each  term's  work  makes  great  improvement  over  the 
last. 

L,et  me  here  thank  the  Superintendent,  teachers 
and  parents  for  their  kind  assistance.

Report  of  Board,  of  Health  of  Dover. 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  repoj't  : 

The  duties  devolving  on  the  Board  for  the  past  year 
have  been  largely  increased  as  will  be  apparent.  Seven 
nuisances  have  been  removed.  Four  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  occurred  in  three  families.  These  houses  and  one 
schoolhouse  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  ;  quaran- 
tine regulations  were  strictly  enforced  and  an  epidemic 
prevented.  In  early  autumn  smallpox  prevailed  to  an 
alarming  extent  in  various  parts  of  the  State,  calling  for 
the  most  constant  watchfulness  from  the  Board  to  pre- 
vent an  outbreak  ;  or  if  a  case  occurred  to  make  pro- 
visions ensuring  the  safety  of  the  public.  One  case  oc- 
curred in  our  twin  village.  Foreseeing  immediate  dan- 
ger, a  joint  meeting  of  the  Boards  of  Dover  and  Foxcroft 
was  called,  instant  action  was  taken  to  provide  a  tem- 
porary pest  house  for  both  towns  and  thereby  reduce  the 
expenses  to  the  lowest  limit.  This  undertaking  was  a 
very  difficult  one  for  obvious  reasons,  i  According  to 
law  the  Board  provided  free  vaccination,  the  only 
certain  and  safe  protection  for  the  inhabitants,  and  every 
intelligent  person,  not  recently  vaccinated,  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.  The  liability  of  ex- 
posure in  the  future  warrants  the  Board  in  recommend- 
ing that  the  town  join  with  Foxcroft  to  provide  funds 
for  a  pest  house,  to  be  built  in  some  suitable  place,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Boards  of  Dover  and  Foxcroft. 

To  improve  the  sanitary  condition  a  further  outlay 
for  street  sewers  is  recommended.  The  inhabitants  of 
our  village  demand  the  best  protection  for  the  public 
health  and  rely  on  the  active  vigilance  of  its  public 
servants.
